To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  in  compliance  with  General  Laws 
(Tercentenary  Edition),  chapter  54,  section  133,  as  amended,  a  report  of  the 
number  of  registered  voters  at  the  dates  of  the  last  city  and  town  elections, 
and  the  total  number  of  persons  who  voted  at  each  such  election  in  every 
city  and  town,  and  in  every  voting  precinct  therein,  and  the  number  of  votes 
received  by  each  candidate  for  nomination  and  for  election  for  a  State  oflBce 
in  the  year  1959,  together  with  other  information  relating  to  elections. 

Returns  under  the  "Corrupt   Practices"   Law 

Since  the  last  report  Special  Elections  have  been  held  to  fill  vacancies  in 
the  office  of  Representative  in  the  General  Court  in  the  Fifth  Hampden 
District  (April  7,  1959) ;  Ninth  Plymouth  District  (April  14,  1959) ;  Seventh 
Bristol  District  (October  13,  1959);  Second  Essex  District  (November  10, 
1959);  and  in  the  office  of  Senator  in  the  Third  Bristol  District  (October 
13,  1959). 

In  compliance  with  the  General  Laws  (Tercentenary  Edition,  Chapter  55, 
as  amended,  nomination  expense  returns  were  received  from  fifty-nine  candi- 
dates in  the  five  above  mentioned  districts,  thirty-two  of  whom  reported 
no  receipts;  four  reported  no  expenses;  and  three  reported  no  receipts  or 
expenses.  Total  nomination  receipts  were  reported  as  $7,569.00  and  expend- 
itures $21,575.79. 

Election  expense  returns  were  received  from  nine  candidates.  Total  elec- 
tion receipts  were  reported  as  $2,834.00  and  total  expenditures  $3,494.53. 

Total  receipts  reported  by  candidates  for  both  nomination  and  election 
were  $10,403.00  and  total  expenditures  $25,070.32. 

The  name  and  address  of  two  candidates  who  failed  to  file  nomination 
expense  return  was  transmitted  to  the  Attorney  General. 

From  treasurers  of  political  committees  there  were  33  returns,  of  which 
25  were  certificates  reporting  no  receipts  or  disbursements. 

The  total  amount  returned  by  committees  as  receipts  or  contributions  was 
$8,384.65.  The  total  amount  returned  by  committees  as  expenditures  or 
or  disbursements  was  $9,502.62.  No  liabilities  were  reported. 

One  return  was  received  from  the  treasurer  of  a  non  elected  committee 
showing  receipts  or  contributions  as  $1,824.19  and  expenditures  or  disburse- 
ments as  $1,824.19.  No  liabilities  were  reported.

I  submit  heremth,  in  compliance  with  General  Laws  (Tercentenary  Edition), 
Chapter  54,  section  133,  a  report  of  the  number  of  registered  voters  at  the  date  of 
the  last  biennial  state  election  and  city  and  town  elections,  and  the  total  number  of 
persons  who  voted  at  each  such  election  in  every  city  and  town,  and  in  every  voting 
precinct  therein,  together  with  the  number  of  votes  received  by  each  candidate  for 
nomination  and  for  election  for  a  state  office. 

Returns  Under  the  "Corrupt  Practices"  Law 

In  comphance  with  the  General  Laws  (Tercentenary  Edition),  Chapter  55, 
nomination  expense  returns  were  received  from  1,343  candidates,  of  which  24  ap- 
peared to  be  not  in  conformity  with  the  law  and  were  therefore  transmitted  to  the 
Attorney  General,  together,yWith  a  hst  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  125  candidates 
who  failed  to  file  returns. 

The  total  receipts  reported  by  candidates  for  nomination  as  shown  by  the  returns 
filed  were  $183,812.79  (an  increase  of  $32,194.14  as  compared  with  1958);  and  total 
expenditures  $465,666.63  (an  increase  of  $21,507.79  as  compared  mth  1958). 
969  candidates  reported  no  receipts,  and  379  candidates  reported  no  expenditures. 
33  reported  receipts  from  pohtical  committees  amounting  to  $11,366.30  (an  increase 
of  $4,858.55  as  compared  with  1958).  24  reported  payments  to  political  committees 
amounting  to  $17,572.26  (a  decrease  of  $343.74  as  compared  with  1958). 

Election  expense  returns  were  received  from  610  candidates  of  which  14  appeared 
to  be  not  in  conformity  with  the  law,  and  were  therefore  transmitted  to  the  Attorney 
General,  together  wdth  a  list  of  names  and  addresses  of  59  candidates  who  failed 
to  file  a  return. 

The  total  receipts  reported  by  candidates  for  election  as  shown  by  returns  filed 
were  $175,171.52  (an  increase  of  $27,758.21  as  compared  with  1958),  and  total  ex- 
penditures were  $299,549.66  (a  decrease  of  $12,754.76  as  compared  with  1958). 
308  candidates  reported  no  receipts,  and  167  candidates  reported  no  expenditures. 
193  candidates  reported  receipts  from  political  committees  amounting  to  $87,171.33 
(an  increase  of  $15,841.18  as  compared  with  1958).  49  candidates  reported  pay- 
ments to  pohtical  committees  amounting  to  $19,024.95  (a  decrease  of  $33,310.16 
as  compared  with  1958). 

The  total  receipts  reported  by  candidates  for  both  nomination  and  election  were 
558,984.31,  of  which  sum  $98,537.63  was  received  from  pohtical  committees;  and 
total  expenditures  $765,216.29,  of  which  $36,597.21  was  paid  to  pohtical  com- 
mittees. 

The  total  amount  reported  by  treasurers  of  corporations  as  having  been  spent 
under  section  18,  in  connection  with  questions  appearing  on  the  ballot  was  $735.25. 

From  treasurers  of  pohtical  committees  813;  of  which  373  were  certificates,  53 
stating  the  aggregate  receipts  and  disbursements  did  not  exceed  $20.00;  320  re- 
porting no  receipts  or  disbursements. 

There  was  also  submitted  to  the  Attorney  General  1  committee  that  had  filed  a 
return  for  which  no  committee  was  on  file  in  this  oflfice.  Also,  a  list  of  9  committees 
that  had  filed  their  organizations  but  failed  to  file  statements  of  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures. 
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The  total  amount  returned  by  committees  as  receipts  or  contributions  was 
$3,557,945.70,  of  which  $425,005.75  was  received  from  other  committees.  The 
total  amount  returned  by  committees  as  expenditures  or  disbursements  was 
$3,490,072.22,  of  which  $777,416.86  was  contributed  to  other  committees.  The 
total  amount  of  liabilities  reported  was  $141,491.35. 

In  connection  with  the  special  election  held  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  Senator  in  the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Districts  (April  5,  1960),  nomination  returns 
were  received  from  8  candidates,  6  of  whom  reported  no  receipts  and  3  of  whom 
reported  no  expenditures.  Total  nomination  receipts  were  $125.00  and  expendi- 
tures $1,087.02. 

Election  expense  returns  were  received  from  2  candidates,  1  of  whom  reported 
no  receipts  and  no  expenditures.  Total  election  receipts  was  $520.00  and  expendi- 
tures $520.00. 

Total  receipts  reported  by  candidates  for  both  nomination  and  election  were 
$635.00,  and  total  expenditures  $1,607.02. 

From  treasurers  of  political  committees  2  reports  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
were  received.  The  total  amount  returned  by  committees  as  receipts  or  contribu- 
tions was  $8,841.00.  The  total  amount  of  expenditures  or  disbursements  was 
$8,418.15.   The  total  amount  of  liabilities  was  $519.40.
